Your request seeks records from one or more field offices, and involves many voluminous records and/or 
requires consultation with another agency/component with a substantial interest in the subject-matter and 
therefore falls within “unusual circumstances” as set forth in the statue. See 5 U.S.C.S § 552(a)(6)(B)(i)-(iii). 
Accordingly, we are extending the time limit to respond to our request for ten additional days. See 5 U.S.C. § 
552(a)(6)(B))(i). In addition, this Office assigns incoming requests to one of three tracks: simple, complex, 
or expedited. Each request is then handled on a first-in, first-out basis in relation to other requests in the 
same track. Simple requests usually receive a response in approximately 30 business days, whereas complex 
requests necessarily take longer. At this time, your request has been assigned to the complextrack.
